The purpose of this cooperative project is to facilitate the economic 
development of Yemen through the preparation of a survey and/or surveys 
of proposed highways betwean the following points in Yemen; or between such 
points as may be mitually agreed upon: 


The survey and/or surveys shall be of the character and completeness 
required to permit the Covernment of Yemen to commence construction then- 
selves on said highways, or to ask for the submission of bids for such 
construction work, The highways to be surveyed shall be between the places 
set forth above, and/or between such other places as the Government of 
Yemen may designate by preference, The survey and/or surveys shall be 
prepared wiler the supervision of the Director, with the concurrence of 
the Minister, and upon completion of said survey and/or surveys a report 
thereof shall be delivered to the Minitter by the Director.

The two Governments shall make the following contributions to this 
cooperative highway survey projects
